Le Cheſe began to this effect. There are no perſons 
more concernd in the preſent proſecution of the di- ' 
{kreſled Catholicks in England, than you are, and I 

my ſelf am become zealous for that Natien to the higheſt de- 
gree, and am unwilling to looſe the glory of being one of the 
Chicteſt Initrumenrs of reducing it co the Obedience of the

Dearth would have been l2id on the Presbyrexzans, if we had ſuc- 
ceededin that attempt. And { am (till of opinion thar there is no 
other meanes to Livert the ſtorm from the Catholicks, but by 
contriviag ſome way to make the Presbyrerians yutlty,or at leſt 
Fecm ſo, whic:1 does our buſineſs alrogerher as well. *Tis crue, 
the Votcs of the laſt accnrſed Pariizmment have awakened the 
Nation to cxpe& from the Papiſls {( as they call us) the Mur- 
der of the King, and to revenge it upon. us; ſo thar as things 
now ſtand, Tlook upon ic as impoſlible to ſtrike that blow, and 
yet diſlemble from what hand it came. 
We cannat atpreſent commit the I reaſon;and make the Preſ- 
biterians thcTraytors,'tis neceſary therefore that for ſomtime 
he muſt live, however odious he be to us. It will be wiſdom 
indced to make a verrue of this neceffity, and to contrive how 
he may beuſctull rous, while he lives, even againſt his will. 
Nor do I deſpaire bur this may be effected. Let me beſeech 
our Reverence to ſuffer me to give you in ſhort our account 


how the Intreſts in England are divided, to do which 1 muſt be 


forced to look back to the Year 1660., You know well how 
much all wiſe and good Catholicks did apprehend, upon the 
Kings Return that toe happy differences betwen the Epiſcopal 
and Presbyterian partys would have cen compoled. The Kings 
Declaration made us think that he ſaw his true Intreſt and would 
perſucit. And one would have thought that the Contenders, 
ſhould haye grown wiſer,and uſed the true way for the future to 
ayoid thoſe animoſities which had coſt them ſo dear. But it was 
ſohappily ordered, that the moſt jindiſcreer and horreſt of che 
Epiſc opal Clergze were entruſted with the managment of this af- 
fair, who being fullof reyeng for what they had ſuffered, did 
not bring with them that remper which was neceſlary to the 
00d concluſion of ſucha buline(s. Some alterations were made 
in the L:turgie, bur ſuch as gave no ſatisfation; and ſoon after 
an exaCt conformity upon harder terms, then ever, was requir- 
ed under the ſevereſt penalties. Aud Informers were every 
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-where encouraged to a ſevere putting of choſe Laws in exett* 
tion. Every mercenary Pen was employed againſt them. The 
Pcople were taught that Rev.4 and Presbyterian were Smonmons 
terms, andthar it was Impollible ro be a Diflenter trom-the 
Ceremonys of the Church, and not be Factious, and Scdirious, 
alchough they have no depencance one upon another. In the 
Univerſities the Youth were taught to look upon thoſe as the 
worlt of Men, who would not come up to every title of what 
Laudin the late Kings Reign would haye introduced. Nay 
they went ſo far, as that ſome of the dignified Clergy rold the 
World in Print, That to rejc&t any of the, enjoyned Forms, or 
Ceremonics, was a greater fin than to commit the greateſt Im- 
morallities. Nor were they content to repreſeat theſe as the 
worſt of Villains,unleſs they made them the greatelt of Fools to. 
And therefore the moſt ſcurrillous Pens were choſen out to 
dreſs them up in as ridiculous a ſort asthey could deviſe. Imen- 
tion theſc thingsto your Rexererce becauſe they were the occa- 
fion and the encouragement whereupon wo yentured to attempt 
the regaining of that Kingdom. We obſerved how deep 2 
diſcontent this fort of behaviour cowards them had fixed in the 
hearts of all the oppreſled party, and we did conclude they 
were Men, and would relcnt it whcnthey h. d opportunity, and 
we did inſinuate as much as we could their Fears into the minds 
of the Engliſh Clergy. At.Court we repreſented rheir num- 
bers as dangerous, whilſt the Epiſcopal party werc as bufic in rc- 
reſenting their Principles as intollerable. And we were ſure to 
po the Minilters ow ſide, for a great many of the moſt 
wealthy, ſober, and obſerving Men being of chat pertwafton, 
that alone was ſufficient ro make them obr.oxious and hared in 
a Luxurious Courr, where Money will ever be wanting, and no 
way to get it be lookt on as unjultifyable. The King was no 
leſs diſpleaſed with them, for when by our Intereſt with rhe D. 
and the Lord Cl. we had procur'd the Declaration of Indulgence 
To be ſet ont oa the Year 1673, The Presbyterian preſently ſul- 
pected the kindneſs,and like \ gon men,cloſed with the Confo Fn:

mongſt that ſort of men, he found it neceſtary to ſtreagrhen 
himſelf with the other Parry. Then was the late K, Statue ſer 
up, and a motion made in the Houſe of Commons to have his 
Body honourably Interred, after it had lain in quierfo many , 
years under ground. The Old Cawaliers were Cajol'd, eventhe 
D. of L. began to make Speeches for Ep:ſcopacy, and the w hole: 
Band of Penfioners in the Houſe of Commons were perpetual- 

Iy crying out Forty, and ForryOne. By this your Reverence may 
very well perceive, that we went upon good Grounds, when we 

pretended to fix a Plotupon a Party fodeteſtedby the Biſhops, 
and the Old Cavaliers, ſo fearcd by the Miniſters, ſn ſuſpeCtted' 
by the King, and ſo declar'd againft by the Houſe off Com- 

mons. And the bufineſsbegan Juckily, C/aypole (a Man of no 
Deſign, bur one who had Married Cromwels Daughter) was 
apprehended-and committed to the Tower for 1 rcaſon, upon. 
an Accuſationof a Deſign againſt'the Kings Perſon, to be Exe- 

cuted at the ſame-time, when our Aſlaſins were prepared to 


' Ntrike. *Tis true we were detc@cd, and our ruine was very 


near, but we may ſtill-be ſucceſsful, if we he not wanting to 
our ſelves. I muſt confeſs whilft 1 was in apprehenſton of 
new Diſcoveries, every day my Heart faild me very much, but

but he would never Gueſs, that the Catholicks had been ac- 
cuſed of it. Confider, if you pleaſe the numerous party we 
have therercady to receive eycry Impreſſion to the d.fadvantage 
of the Presbyterians. What excellent uſc have we made of rhe 
Liberty of the Preſs already, having gotten the moſt furious 
Books,written againſt themin the late Times (when the Sword 
was drawn) Reprinted, rogether with all rhe Treaſonable 
Pamplilets thofe Rebellious Times produced. Nay we have 
Aſſiltance beyond our hopes, and Sir JH”. D. Le. Na. and Fr. ate 
as buſie in ſcribling againſt the Diſcenters, as if the, late War 
were fighting over again. Beſides ithappens very luckily thar 
ſome of the moſt Active and Conſiderable Perſons, who are 
buſie ag1inſt us, both in and out of Parlamenr, were of the 
Peoples fide in chelate Times, of which *cis natural for us to 
make this Uſe ; 'T hat its their old Republicon Princi)'e ently which 
makes them ſo averſe ro his R. H. And this Bait is (vallowed with 
wonderful greedinels by the Credulous Clergy, who are ne- 
ver to be reconciled to any party that were once for leſſening 
the Hierarchy. Every thing is prepard for this Deſign. And a 
numerous party are longing for ſome Fvidence of a guilr, which 
isfound only in t1cir Defirs, Heaven does nor only inſpire 
us with thi: Proiett; bur aſliſts and inftruts in it. Let us there- 
fore go on with eur uſual diligence and conſtancy. Every day 
deyiſe new Tales to encreaſc the Jealonſic againſt che Pec/yre- 
rians. Letus whiſper abroad the grtarneſs of their Numbers, 


the Incorrigidleneſs of their Principles. Let us (when chinss 
alt

Warrex. I am perfcct!y of Sir John Wargers Opinion, That 
no greater happineſs could be wiſht in this JunCture, than to be 
able co fix any ſceming Plot upon the Engizſh Fanaticks. It would 
be like freſh Game ſtarted, and would certainly tempt the hot - 
headed Hunters to leave their Old Chace of rhe Papiſts, as they 
call us, and purſue the new Diſcovery. I know very well thar 
it would be a very 'great weakning of the common Enemy, 
and make another Civil War amongſt Proteſtants. I now,how- 
ever their Learning be deſpiſed by the pretended Church of 
Enzland, that yet that ſeverity which they keep up in their Man- 
ners, and ſo conſtantly preſs on their Diſciples, has in an extra- 
ordinary manner obſtructed the advancement of the Catholick 
Religionin England by hindering that general debauchery, and 
corruption of manners, amongſt thoſe Heretiks, which would 
have let us in uponthem (o eaſily. As may. be demonſtrated 
by our ſucceſs in the Cour7,and other places where none of thoſe 
incractable whining Szoicks come» Iam not ignorant that any 
Reconciliation betwixt us & them is impracticable.T here have 
been Brambals, and Lauds, andGrotuis's,and Lloyds,havs fancied 
it poffible to reconcile other ſorr of Protcſtants tous, but there 
never was yet a man ſo fendas to hope for any union byween 
th2 Catholz:chs, and the Diſciples of Calvin. [ am alſo very ſenſille 
that no ſort of men have been ſo induſtrious in ruining our late 
hopeſul Contrivances nor none ſo Jealous of us, and conſe- 
quently, ſo carcfyl ro.watchin what ſhape the deſigns of the 
Society will next appear. Butletme atter all, put your Rexe- | 

rence 
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rence inmind,that it would be for eycr fatal ro us toſer on foor 
ſuch an actcmpr at ſuch a time and fail in it. Now the Thing in ir 
ſelf is not ealtly credired. Nothimg is ſo apparently the Intereſt 
of the Ditſ-ntcrs, than to keep the Crown on the Kings head 2 
A King under wi1om (at preſent) they cnjoy great caſe from 
the penal T.aws, and exerciſe their way of Worſhip without 
tear. Whercas; were he taken away, what could they hope for 
from his Succelior,whoſe temper is ſo well known,whoſe aver- 
ſion to them, and whole ſtrmneſfs ro us, is more maniſelt than 
that hc is 10 Succeed, I ſpeak this to ſhew that no man can ſuſ- 
pectthe Presbyterians of ſuch a Deſign, who docs nor ar.the 
ſame time think them all Fools and Madmen. Beſides by my 
Obſervation,they are generally the Wealthieſt Men inthe King- 
dom, and ſo have moſt rolofein a tumulcuous Nate. 'I hey have 
paid dcarly tor the laſt War, and hay? very latcly attainedto: 
this cale, whichthey now enjoy, and therefore no mancan think 
they will willingly hazard ir. To deal truly, they ſecmall ro 
concur ſo unanimouſly to the Reſtoring of the King, when 
they were poſles'd of a Power which might have obſtructedir, 
that it cannot bur have ſome influence upon his mind, and-take 
off anyſuſpition, which their former behaviour might have gi- 
ven him.

'Tis a Parliament only can make the 
K;ng ſenſible of thoſe Friends of ours that are concealed yery 
ncar him. *Tis that only can revive the Proſccutian of the Plor, 
which nowin the Intcrval languiſhes apace. * I is that only can 
ſupport the Old Witneſſes, and encourage New ones to come 
in. In a word, tis a ParliamentaryEuquiry alone that is ſufficienc 
tocompleat the Diſcovery of a matter, wherein ſo many Great, 
ſo many Rich,ſo many Powerful Perſons arc concernd. If we 
but keepoll Parliaments, we may reaſonably hope from the tem» 
pcr of te Witneſſ.s, hat they will run into ſuch Indiſcretions 
as will leſſen their Credit among the People. Iam ſure 0. and B, 
have loſt much in the general Opinicn fince thcir baffle in the 
buſineſs of my Ld. Ch. F. S. and if thizy arc put cut of hopes of 
ſecing s Parliament Mect, they will cithcr be diſcouraged, or 
provoked ; and cither way, I-dare uud:rfake we ſhall gain Ad» 
vantages upon them ev<ry day. We ſhall ſave cur Friends in 
the Tower, whoſe Heads will certainly be in great danger if 
there be a Seſſion.

I hope I have given a ſufficient Teſtimony of my Zealand' 
Courage by my late. perſonal undertaking, to do which the 
whole Society thought of ſuch abſolute neceſſity to be done, 
when we had been ſo often diſappointed therein byLay hands. 
Nor doth any fear of my late Danger continue to make Im- 
preſſions on me. But I have lived long in Exglaza, and am io 
well acquainted with the Humour of the People, that I know 
that all which has been Propoſed will be much too little tore- 
ſtore the Catholick Reli7ion, or ſecure Catholics in that King- 
dom. Tis indeed neceflary that the Meeting of the Parliament 
ſhould be deferred for ſome time, but if it ſhould be-put off 
too long, it wauld be certainly no leſs fatal tous than tothe 
Crown. Tis neceflary ro make the Faxatichs as odious, and 
as much fuſpefted as we can, and I ſee verF well how uſcful 
it would. be to us, if we could revive the Profecution of the 
Laws againſt them, But I allo know well, that though ſuch 
a Proſecution would be very acceptable to a great part of the 
Clergy, and the Old Cavaliers, who felt the late War, aod 
who will never think they have luthciently reveng'd them- 
ſelves, yet it would be far from being pleaſing rothe Body of 
the Nation, who, though they arc not Diſſcmrers, yet are 


.moderately enclined. The Latitudinarian Opinions having 
of late very much prevailed amongſt them, eſpecially if ehey 
ebſcrve thar at the ſame time, when all this ſeverity 1s uf.d 
apainſt Proteſtants,all the Penal and SanguinaryLaws agaialt 
us ſhall be laid afleep, the Proſecution of the Plot ſhall ceaſe :

out of England if ever he intends to have Money from a Par- 
liament. ooks very well that no-man can be baniſhed Eng 
land but by an Att of Parliament, unleſs he conſents himſelf, 
as his R. FA. did ( and thereby has gaind much on the K, eſpe+ 
cially ſince the D. of M. refuſed) and then*tis rather Depar- 
turethen a Baniſhment. Bur it will give the Carholzcks the re- 
27mm of the beſt of Subjefts ( at the Court ) when it ſhall 
e obſerved there that they are the only men, who comply 
with the teaitTntimation of the Ky. pleafure, and (however 
grievous the Commands may be) have learned to Obey and 
not to Diſpute. But neither do I mean that there ſhould be

that no mercy ſhould be ſhewn to thoſe who ſtaid after that 
time, but that every penal Law ſhould be let looſe upon them. . 
This will have a very.good _— amongſt the People, 
if it be rcally,:xecuted,vv ho will begin preſently to lefſentheir 
Suſpition of the Couzt, when they tind the Catholicks Perſecu- 
ted (as they think ) in good earneſt. I' amwvery ſenſible that 
this propoſal of mine c2:not be effected without great incon- 
venience to many of gur dcarelt Friends (but Private con-- 
venience mult give place to Publick Utility, and every Pious - 
Soul will be content t9 ſitter, when they arc made to under. 
ſtand that ſo great a deliverance will ſuddainly and certainly 
follow. Belides [ conlider the Catholick Gentry may eaſil 
content to Travel for a year or two ( for it will beno Ares, 
they are got c:iitangled in Offices and Employments, but may 
liveas cheap!y, and almoſt as conveniently abroad as at home. - 
And we mult rake care to procure we rom for all the 
Trading Catholicks and thoſe of lower degree ( wMoare not 
already furniſhed with them) that ſo they may take theOaths 
and Conform, which they may do and no great notice will 
be taken of it. And by this method no confulerable milchiefs 
will fall upon our Friends by this ſeeming leverity, and yet all 
manner of Suſpition in the People will be cured. The x. Once 
more ft right in their good i org and the Perſecuting of 
the Presbyterians juſtified, as being only the. Conſequence of 
areſolution ia his Majeſty to regain the honour of the Govern- 
ment by an effeftral and” impartial Execution of the Laws. - 
Then it may be a ſcalon tothink of a Pari/ament.Then 'twil be 
kt to diſſolve this, from whom no pofiÞle good can bg —_ 
ed, and to ſuminon a new one.

ſome of theBiſb-ps in his preſence to ſatisfy him of ſome points 
wherein he doubts. Let him alſo hear ſome private Diſputes 
between ſome of the Diſſexters and us.

Church of England will dote on him, and (again(t their rea» 
ſon) will pretend to believe his Converſion real. And who- 
ever dare mutter thc contrary, will be called a Rebe/ and a 
Republican, They will find out handfom Excuſes for him for 
this ſhort ablence from-them, and will bo proud and exal-ed 
above all meaſure, that they have reduced him, whea the ig- 
norant Punaticks ( as-they will call them) conld not move 
him in the leaſt. They will never be fatisfied: till they have 
put all power into his hands, and he may do what he will et- 
ther inſuch a Parltamint as I have mentioned, or out of it. I 
know it may be ObjeCQted, that this will appear to be ve: y 
mean in him; and he will loſe or lefſen his Honour in the Ca- 
tholick World.

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Tokt on as conſiderable A. J take up the leaſt care of 
Parliam:nt, And yet they need not be much diſcouraged nei> 
ther,for every Confeſlor may be directed to communicate the 
Secret according to diſcretion, and the meaſure af the parties 
underſtanding. Then will be the time for us to rid our ſelves 
of that moſt Inconſtant Prodigal Perſon, who never durſt ſhew 
his Loveto ns further then todo us a Viichicf, by diſcovering 
his Inclinations to us and going no further. Then will his R. 
H. comequietly to the Crown, get the Revenue Eitablithed, 
an Army raiſed on any pretence, and without oppolition may 
ſettle true Religion and true Monarchical Government in Fnge 
land. Another thing I would have done is, That immediare- 
ly upon his R, H. Ins return out of Scor/aud, he ſhould him- 
felf deſire a Reconciliation with the D. of M. and procure 
him to be reſtored to his Maje/ties Favour, and all his Ofſices. 
This will look like a genetous thing ; and the D. of 2. has not 
ſence cnough to ſee throughit.

ſpiric. That device of ours to reform the Commiſſions had ſuch 
an admirable effe, that we readily turn'd uponour Enemies the 
nimble Storm, which threatned us from the Petitions : For the

WPctitioning. Nay they went ſo far, that in almoſt every one of 
oſe Abhorring Addreſles,in the very ſame period,they give his 
"W4jcfy thanks for recalling his Brother, and taking care of the 
Proteſtant Religion. The old Juſtices were become to fearful of 
ollowing thoſe who had been fo lately diſgraced, and the New 
pnes were ſo tranſported with their unexpeRed advancement, 
'Mehat none of them would ſtick at any thing how abſurd ſoever,as 
ifthe Dukes preſence at Court could only ſupport the Proteſtant 
MRcligion, and that it was only a Complement tothe King, when 
hey call him, The Defender of the Faith, 'Tis true there were but 
w that Joyned inthoſe Addreſſes, and thoſe alfo were but in- 
onſiderable perſons, but yet coming from the Benches, and 
heing preſented and received wich ſo much Solemnity, aud ſet | 
'Wout with ſuch care in the publick News, they cozen'd the le 
as effetually, and pleaſed the King as well as we could deſire ; So 
What now Cacholicks would havelittle to fear even from a Par- 
h JF lament, had they one of the ſame temper, with that which Danby 
"JN did fo unfortunately get defſolved. But that ſpleenful Miniſter 
©Y could notbearto be ill uſed by them whom he had fed fo long, 
aud Rage made him fatally Joyn with the moſt Chriſtian Kiogs 
A ; 
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Mtinifter in procuring the Diffolution of that -onely Parliament 
that ever was ( or I tear ) ever will be uſeful tous, in our defign 
of changing the Religion and the Government of Englard. 

Le Cheſe, Here Father Le Cheſc interpoſed and ſaid,it was a truth 
that unleſs CAon/ceur Bar'llon had Joyn'd in the Counſel, They 
all beſides had been too weak to have prevailed upon the Kivg 
to part with thoſe on whom he had fo ſurea tye. But the Difſol. 
ving that Parliament, ſaid he, in my opinion was a great ſervice 
to the Catholick Intereſt, for it was our principal Buſineſs, to 
bring the King toa neceflity of bein : firm to ns, which was Im.

their Church,and much the Greateſt part of the Houſe of Com. 
mons conſifts of ſuch as were cither themſelves aQtually in the 
late Kings ſervice, or are deſended from ſuchas were, and they 
are fully perſwaded that if ever the King harkens to Parliament- 
ary advice, their whole Hierachy will be in danger. Their moſt 
famous Champions againft us; and who have had a reputation of 
being very moderate inthe differences amongſt themſelves, be- 
gin now to appear with great Harmony againft the Fanaticts, 
whilſt the generallity are warmed to that degree, that all their 
Sermons are turned to InveCives againſt that ſort of men ; and 
many of them exceed all bonds of Diſcretion ; + Nay, one has 
raſhly publiſht the Truth in printin a late famous Dialogue, that 
Parliaments can be born no longer, and that the Kipg is neceli- 
tated to ſet up for Abſolute power ; and declares opedly that - - 
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ſelf and his Brethren are forit, , And that all who are ofanother 
mind are fora Commonwealth, and we have done what in us 
lies to make the king believe the ſame thing. This good ſucceſs 
hs made another part of my former Advice no lets unneflary. 
That the Catholicks ſhould tor ſome time leave the kingdom. 
The Church ( as the Clergy calls themfelves) are now fo far 
from dehfiring us to be gon, that they would rather Courr our 
ſtay,and ſtick not to ſay publickly thatthey look upon vs as bet

whileſtin the mean time, they are ſo tender of the Liberty of a 
Catholick, who comes betorethem ; fo fearful of breaking their 
Oaths in detaining us too long in cuſtody ; fo ealic and for- 
ward to Bail us, that it ſeems, asit inthecaſe of a Catholick it 
were not athing of diſcretion but neceſſity to Bail men accuſed 
ot Treaſon, There 1s one caſe wherein they conteſs they cannot 
do it, Butthey demid it with ſo much civility,and expreſs {o (rce- 
ly their hearty ſorrow, that their power was not as larg as their 
will, chat we cannot but take it very kindly from them, and 1 am 
informed that a favorite advocate not long fince faid publikly at 
the Bar, that they ſhould ſoon make an end of this troubleſome 
Popich Plot.

contented, that is, Anti-catholick party. 

But this is notall the K;zg is grown fickly, and the Dute ſeems 
near the poſſeſſion ofthe Crowo, and theretore 'tis moſt plain 
he muſt not now diſown, but rather publickly avow hisReligion;

could not Refiſk, we have Divertcd, and hare procured, that they 
ſhonld be ſent back into 1relard, where we kuow our Friends 
to be ſtrong enough to breakthrough ary ti:ing,and we are ſatis 
fied we might truſt the management of it to our wiſe and zealous 
Friend the Lord Ch. The bufineſs had been examined in Eng- 
land had we been able to have ordered matters fo that the Exa- 
mination ſhould have ended with ſome reflexion on the Witnef- 
ſes, and could have been ſure to preventts having been made 
publick. There was another thing that nyght have coft us dear, - 
and that was an attempt made npon one Arnold: a reftlefs hot- 
headed implacable Enemy of ours, one who has as much malice 
apainſdus, and more cunning than Sir W. W. Had he been kill'd 
outright it had been happy enough, for we had ordered it ſo, 
that it ſhould have lookt like a private Revenge, taken upon him 
by a Gentleman that had a Controverhe with him. But he has 
eſcaped with Life, and oor Friends were ſo unfortunately trant- 
ported inthe aR, that they told him the occaſion that provoked 
them to do what they did,which he bas fince depoſed, But how- 
ever our Confidence has ſaved us pretty well, and tothoſe who 
will believe any thing,we ſay, That he himſelf,or ſome other Pro-- 
eftants wounded him only to caft an odiunzon us. But to others * 
whoſe faith is not tropg enough for that, we tell the tory of the 
privateQuarrel, and makeit ro proceed from thence, and itgoes - 
down well coough. I thall make your Reverence ſmile when : | 
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tell you that more than one of the Engliſh Clergy, are ſo care- 
Full of our Credit ,, that they have very, iuduftriouſly ſpread 


abroad the firſt of "theſe Reports, as ridiculous and 


incredible as it is. The Deſign of revengiog our ſelves up: 
the Factiov, by the Burning the Rump,and thereby raiſing ſuch 
a Tumult, as perhaps would have giverfts a happy opportunity 
of Great things, was unluckily prevented, but however weare 
gainers by it, for we have upon that occaſion had a handſom 
unexpeRed ground to get a Proclamation publiſhed, forbidding 
all Bonfires, whereby we have for the future hindred that de. 
teftable Inſolence of burning his Holineſſes Eft gies, which gave 
fo great ſcandal to all the Catholick World, and did fo animate 
the furious Hereticks in Eng/and, matt of which conſiſt of the 
[Trading part of the Nation, and therefore it muſt be our eter. 
nal Maxime, To Ruine or. Impoveriſh them. Now we cannot 
Burn LZoxdor again, but we have not faild to do what we can; 
No ſufficient Guard has been ſent abroad to hinder the Depra- 
dations ofthe _{gerines, whereby we have revenged our ſelves 
inſenſfibly of a great number of our Enemies, and ſhall ſee more 
deſtroycd ifthey madly preſume to continue on their *Frading. 
He was going on, when qne of his Reverences Pages came in 
and ſaid, that 2ſonſiewr Lowuoy was juſt thenentred, and defired
